(A Weekly Review) 
Foreign Trade: Canada’s commod- 
ity imports climbed to a new 
peak monthly value in March, 
reached a total for the first 
quarter almost 29 percent higher 
than last year. Exports were 
slightly lower in the month, but 
up 9 percent in the quarter. Re- 
sults for the month and quarter 
Were greatly larger import sur- 
pluses, 1 


Prices: Wholesale prices generally 
moved upward in March, the 
Bureau's general price index 
rising 0.5 percent to bring it to 
a level 2.8 percent higher than 
a year earlier, Main increases 
were in the metals, non-metallic 
minerals and chemical products 
groups, Prices of both residen- 
tial and non-residential building 
materials shared in the advance, 


Manufacturing: March reports 
show further gains in production 
and shipments of such building 
materials as gypsum products, 
floor tiles, mineral wool, hard 
board and rigid insulating 
board. February rubber con- 
sumption was up, and shipments 
of stoves and furnaces, 

Food: Milk production in the first 
quarter this year was an esti- 
mated 6 percent higger than last

Accidents; Deaths from 
motor accidents in Canada (ex- 
cluding Quebec) increased last
